DREDGING THE RIVER 


A fair sized gathering of the repre- 
sentative citizens of Napanee attended 
a public meeting held in the town hall 
on Monday evening with the sole ob- 
ject and purpose of gatherng together 
the, inost convincing arguments and 
feets to strengthen the hands of Mr. 
W. J. Paul, M. P., the representative 
for this riding, who is endeavoring to 
convince the Dominion Government 
that the dredging of the Napanee river 
is an urgent necessity, and in all fair- 
ness to every resident of the county 
should be done at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Mayor W. T. Waller called the 
meeting to order. His remarks were 
brief and to the point, and after stat- 
ing the reasons for the meeting he 
said he might have something further 
to say later on, but first of all would 
like to hear expressions of opinions 
from the citizens present. 

Mr. Paul, M. P., and Uriah Wilson 
were invited to occupy seats on the 
ald orm, Which invitation was accept- 
ed, 

Coun. Madill was the first speaker 
and presented alengthy resolution to 
the meeting and moved its adoption. 

Coun Osborne in rising to second 
the motion stated that he thought if 
the resolution had been brought before 
the meeting by citizens, other than 
those Connected with the council, it 
might carry more weight, as it would 
convey the impression that the citizens 
were taking as active an interest in 
this matter as the members of the 
council, which was only truthfally 
However, to place 
the resolution before the meetifig for 
discussion he would second the motion. 

Reeve Alexander stated that he did 
not appear at the meeting in hisofticial 
capacity as reeve, but rathéft as a 
private citizen who wasambitious that 
something should be done towards 
making our river navigable. He 
was of the opinion that every possible 
means should be taken to assist Mr, 
Paul who is endeavoring to get the 
government to take some action. If 
we were to experience another dry 
season, such as last year, navigation 
on the Napanee river would almost 
have to be suspended entirely. He 
had a very distinct recollection of see- 
ing lust year two schooners loaded 
with coal in the harbour at one time 
and each bad to be partly unloaded be- 
fore it could get up to the docks to 
discharge its cargo. 

Coun. Dickinson was well aware of 
the fact that the channe’”in the river 
was getting narrower every year and 
the water less deep, He realized the 
fact that the member representing 
this riding was on the right side of the 
House at Ottawa,and taking all things 
into consideration this might work out 
advantageously and be the means of 
Napanee getting the river dredged the 
coming season, Dredging the river 
was an urgent necessity, and he hoped 
the matter would be attended to early 
this spring. 

W. J. Paul, M. P., epened his re- 
marks by saying he was pleased to be 
present aud take part in the discussion 
of this dredging question which he 
considered was of vital importance to 
the town of Napanee. As the repre- 
sentative of the people of the County 
of Lennox and Addington he felt that 
it-wae his duty to assist in this, or any 
other question which altécted the Wel- 
fare of the county town or any other 
part of the county.

Mr. Uriah Wilson said this mutter 
had been discussed on and off ever 1 
since he was a boy.

1 also acknowledge the receipt. of 
your letter No, G6SI dated 1th ult., 
with veference to the above matter, 

In obedience to your instructions, 
I have had the necessary survey made, 
wid, herewith, transmit: plan, report 
and estimate of cost of the work asked 
for, 

Napanee is a town of about 3500 in- 
habitants, situated in the Township of 
Richmond, in the County of Lennox 
and Addington, about 25 miles from 
Kingston, and 6 miles from the Bay 
of Quinte. It has two railroad con- 
vections, the G.'T. R, main line and 
the Bay of Quinte Railroad. With re- 
ference to the business of the place, 
representative men were called upon 
ind furnished the following informa- 
lion: 

The principal commodity carried on 
the river is coal, of which between 
10,000 and 11,000 tons are brought in 
yearly. It is asserted that during the 
last ten years, the amount has more 
than doubled. Ina great many cases 
the vessels have tolighten their cargoes 
at the river inouth, thus raising the 
price per ton by lic. During 1909 ten 
cargoes of grain were exported and a 
few cargoes of lumber. ip average of 
10,000 bushels of apples are brought in 
yearly to the evaporator and shipped 
to Montreal after being treated, ‘Two 
schooners are owned here and operated 
in the coal carrying trade, and there 
we two steam barges which make 
vegular trips when there is sufficient 
water, A passengerand freight steam. 
er makes daily trips, about 200 per 
year, carrying about 2: passengers and 
W tons of freight per trip. Another 
vessel for similar use is nowunder cous 
struction. Three excursion steamers 
make weekly trips with pienies, ete, 
Vhere are 35 motor boatsand a number 
of yachts owned in town, also two 
tow barges.

Being situated: so close to 
the larger bodies of water, it means 
considerable to our business men in 
the matter of freight rates, and it was 
one of the trades which must necces- 
surily be increased, particularly in 
timber for lumber and fuel, to say 
nothing of the increase in the import 
of coal, of which Napanee was the 
great distributing centre forthe whole 
county.

P. Gleeson said the ground had been 
pretty well covered by the previous 
speakers, There was simply no com- 
parison when talking about bringing 
coal in by railinstead of by boat.

THE HUMAN SKULL. 


Many a Fracture !s Averted by Its 
Great Elasticity. 

Fortunately the human skull, ab 
though composed of bones, is elastic, 
much more so than one would think. 
The average male adult skull, in fact, 
says the Scientific American, is 80 
elastic that it may be compressed 
laterally in diameter by a blow or by 
pressure, applied at the center of area, 
at right angles to the surface at that 
point, by one and a half centimeters or 
about six-tenths of an inch, recovering 
{ts original diameter and form witbout 
breakage. 

The material of which our bones is 
made is so highly resistant that a 
cylindrical piece thereof only one 
square millimeter or 0.00155 square 
inch in area (L e., only 1.128 millimeter 
or 0.044 inch fn diameter) has a tensic 
strength of fifteen kilograms or thirty- 
three pounds avoirdupols, figuring out 
at about 21,800 pounds per square 
inch. 

A similar sample 9f bard wood, test- 
ed in the same manner, held only ten 
kilograms—that 1s, bone bas 60 per 
cent more tensile strength than wood 
A single bone fiber is shown in the 
hygienic exhibition, Dresden, support 
ing a Weight of five kilograms, or elev- 
en pounds avoirdupois.

é* PAPER BOXES. 


One Industry Alone Uses 4,000 Differ- 
ent Sizes and Shapes. 

‘A thousand machines of many types 
and sizes and designed for many pur- 
poses are used today in the manufac- 
ture of paper boxes. This assortment 
of machines is absolutely necessary, 
for the number of styles of cardboard 
boxes used for packing all sorts of 
articles is without limit 

According to the Edison Monthly, one 
industry alone, the making of pens, 
pencils and erasers, requires boxes of 
4,000 different sizes and shapes. 

Paper box making. one of the new 
but important industries of this coun- 
try, bas made its greatest progress 
during the last half century and par 
ticularly within the last twenty years 
after modern machinery had been in 
troduced. The business has assumed 
wonderful proportions 1n New York 
city, where the capital invested ex 
ceeds $5,000,000. 

One hundred years ago there was no 
such thing as a paper box. The con 
tainer of those days consisted of noth 
ing more than a heavy sheet of piper 
wrapped around the articie to be car 
ried. In time some progressive person 
conceived the idea of cutting part way 
through the paper in order to make It 
fold more readily. With this four sid 
ed wrapper it became the custom to 
tuck the loose ends in to prevent the 
contents slipping out 

From this was evolved the idea of 
scoring the paper so both the sides 
and ends folded up and then gluing the 
ends together. That was the way the 
first paper boxes were made, aud It 
was years before any marked improve 
ment was made. In those days a knife. 
a pair of shears, a kettle of paste aud 
a straightedge, with a supply of bos 
board were sufficient equipment to 
start a man in business.

A DOCTOR'S. 80,000 PATIENTS. 
ad eet : = 
Practices of Dr. Jelley. , 

A physician with 80,000 patients, 
according to his own statement, is 
unusual even in these of big 
enterprises. He is Dr. Jelley, 
who practices in Hackney and its 
vicinity, where he is known, as he 
is throughout London, England, as 
“‘the threepenny doctor.” Dr. 
Jelley has come into public notice 
again through inquests over the 
bodies of two children whom he had 
attended. 

When called as a witness in the 
first case Dr. Jelley, who was ask- 
ed to explain why the mother of the 
dead child could®&t no response 
when she went to his office to ob- 
tain a death certificate, said that 
he had thousands of threepenny 
and sixpenny cases and he could 
not keer some one at his door to 
answer questions.’ One of the 
Jurors pressed him closely: 

_ ‘We read notices that you are a 
rich man; don’t you think you 
could afford to have some one?’ 
asked the juror. 

“It is open to me to spend my 
money as I like,’’ remarked Dr. 
Jelley. And he added in response 
to another question, ‘‘Excure me. 
the law allows me to do as I like 
in the mater. It is not a matter 
of sentiment.’’ 

Then D. Jelley told something 
about his gigantic business. 

“T have had 80,000 patients this 
year,’’ he said. ‘I am not at the 
beck and cal! of every one. Ihave 
the bigge:t practice in the world.”’ 

The Coroner admitted that the 
doctor carried on his practice in ac- 
cordance with the law. 

In the second inquest it was testi- 
fied that Dr. Jelley had been to see 
the child, but declined to respond 
to another call on the ground that 
he had been up practica!!y all night 
although later he did pay a visit 
to the child’s home. Dr. Jelley 
| told more about his extensive prac- 
tace. 

At Poplar, where he had been for 
| five weeks, the roadway was cram- 
;med and hundreds had to go away. 
| Since he had been in Hackney the 
death rate had been lower. He did 
all the work himself. He knew 
some feople who would wait outside 
his door for two or three hours. 

The trouble was in a great many 
cases, he said, that as his fees 
were so low people let monetary 
considerations affect them in apply- 
ing to him. He did his best, but 
could not give them all hs atten- 
; thon.
